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OUTLINE. 

The encyclopedia of philosophy is an introduction to all branches 
of philosophy, natural and transcendental, or rather mental and 
physical, and it illustrates philosophy as the science of the sciences. 
Logic, psychology, ethics, aesthetics, and metaphysics are the oldest 
branches of philosophy, and psychology and metaphysics are the 
most important of them. Philosophies of law (natural law), of 
history, of education, of religion (natural theology), etc., have been 
added. Dialectics is classed with logic. While all these are some- 
times grouped under ontology, metaphysics is to be classed with 
psychology, for metaphysics is based upon applied psychism. Phi- 
losophy as the highest science of abstraction furnishes the principles 
of all other sciences, and physical sciences must not be debarred 
from its sphere. 

Philosophy proves the universe to be a rational system of all 
spheres and forces in harmony one with another, generally speaking, 
and dependent upon universal law according to the will of God. 
The philosopher, therefore, corrects, amplifies or explains the 
definitions of all other scientists, of all specialists in whatever field 
of research, and he brings all definitions into proper harmony with 
each other, thereby limiting, widening, proving, or disproving them 
by this res completa. 

The encyclopedia of philosophy, in its introductory part, reviews 
the meaning and scope of philosophy, its typical problems, its rela- 
tion to the special sciences, morality, art, the state, and religion. 

It then discusses the methods of correct thinking, with reference 
to logic. 

Sense-perception, including psychic mediumistic senses, such as 
clairvoyance, with reference to psychology, is then investigated. 

A systematic explanation of the fundamental problems of theoreti- 
cal philosophy; the meaning of truth and its relation to reality, the 
philosophy of nature, and of the human self, the problems of free- 
dom, evil, immortality, and theism is then given, with reference to 
metaphysics. 

Then follows a critical examination of the principal theological 
and philosophical theories of the meaning of history and human 
progress in the light of ethics and the philosophy of values, with a 
view to arriving at correct conceptions of the meaning of history 
and the fact and nature of progress, especially ethical and intellec- 
tual progress. This includes a review of the theories of the ancients,

the church fathers, the German philosophers and of British and 
American philosophers, with reference to the philosophy of history 
as such. 

In ethics, the chief stages in moral evolution, namely tribal moral- 
ity, the moral ideas of the ancient Hebrews and Greeks, mediaeval 
society, and modern industrialism are observed. 

The philosophy of religion gives an account of the actual nature 
of religion, as shown in chief historical and psychological phenom- 
ena, and an interpretation of its significance for culture and the truth 
of its leading conceptions. 

In the review of the political and social philosophy, the ethical 
values and aims involved in social institutions and their evolution, 
with special reference to the state, the family, economic activities, 
and education are observed, together with an examination of the 
ethical and metaphysical problems involved in the relation of the 
individual to society, and the philosophy of history, without going 
into any details 

In aesthetics, the study of the various fine arts (including music 
and literature) and of the beauty of nature, with the aim of discover- 
ing their relation to human nature, their respective limitations, and 
their value for individual and social life, is outlined. 

A short outline of each of the various important materialistic, 
idealistic, realistic, spiritualistic, dualistic, pantheistic, and monistic 
systems, mainly in the light of modern Theomonism (see Theomon- 
istic Bible, $1.50, Oriental Un. Bk. Con.) concludes our science, 
which is fundamental for all students of philosophy, and which to all 
other students furnishes the necessary means of widening their edu- 
cation.
